BERLIN,  April  9  (APJ  -Dr  Hans 
Luther,  president  of  the  Relch.ibank. 
narrowly  escaped  assassination  to- 
night wtille  he  was  pacing  the  plat- 
form of  the  Potsdaner  Station  hi 
Berlin,  walttag  for  a  trahi  to  tSke 
him  to  Basel,  Switzerland. 

One  sliot  was  fired  at  close  range 
by  a  wel'i-dreMCd  m&i).  who.  accom- 
panied by  another,  had  been  quietly 
walking  up  and  down  tin'  platform. 
Dr.  Luther  was  unhurt,  the  buUst 
entering  the  heel  of  a  nesittf  tall- 
way  purlai's  boot. 

The  man  Who  fhed  the  shot  told 
police  his  name  was  Dr.  Max  Roosen 
and  that  he  was  ttfty-elght.  He  said 
he  wa.s  born  in  Bueno.<5  Aires,  went 
to  London  In  1930  and  had  been  only 
a  short  time  In  Berlin 

He  smilingly  surrendered  his  pistol 
Both  he  and  his  companion,  who 
gave  the  naoM  of  Werner  Kertscher, 
ateltted  ebeerfully,  poUee  said,  that 
they  planned  to  shoot  Dr.  LUther 
because  they  disapproved  of  the 
Relchsbank'.";  deflation  policy  and 
wanted  a  "controlled  inflation."

J.  W.  Jonea.

Speaking  to  amendments  to  the 
Mothers"  Pen.slons  Act.  Hon  S.  L 
Howe,  Provincial  Secretary,  .said  it 
was  prop<).scd  to  set  in  motion  im 
mediate  Investigation  of  allowances 
being  granted  under  tlie  act,  conse- 
quent on  irregularities  outlined  by 
the  report  of  the  CanadUn  Omadl 
on  Child  and  Family  Welfare. 

It  was  the  emnreaa  IntedtlflD  of 
the  Government  that  no  pension 
allowance  would  be  rednced,  but 
also  It  was  proposed  to  .see  ;hat  the 
money  wa.s  being  u.'Cd  only  in  cases 
wliere  it  was  genuinely  needed.

He 
pointa  mi  that  tha  preeent  life  of  man  is  not 
favorable  to  depth  of  insight  Quiet  and  con- 
templation are  lacking,  Ufe  is  restless  and  hur- 
rle4;  there  Ii  aoatpatltMl.  ahnlass  and  without 
reflection.  As  the  claims  of  the  outer  life  chase 
one  another,  so  likewise  do  impressions,  expert - 
enoaa  and  aenaatlona.

France,  despite  her  great  gold  reserve.  Is  not 
in  a  happy  state  financially.  The  main  reason 
for  this  Is  the  Indirect  form  of  inflation  that  Is 
being  practised  whereby  practicaUy  everything 
vital  U  being  sttbsldlaed.  Thwe  Is  too  much 
Socialism  in  France,  and  through  it  the  future  is 
being  mortgaged  more  and  more.  The  Bank  of 
France  recently  lost  tMfiOOjm  on  sterling  which 
was  met  by  the  state.  Tha  itatf  also  has  been 
putting  millions  of  pouiKlB  at  the  disposal  of 
other  banks.  It  has  subsidised  France's  largest 
shipping  company.  It  Is  giving  grants  to  avia 
tion.  to  wirelees,  to  agriculture  and  to  the  rail 
ways.  With  the  expansion  of  political  phllan 
thropy  there  Is  an  unbalanced  budget;  income 
tax  returns  are  showing  heavy  dccUnes;  bank 
ruptcies  are  becoming  widespread,  and  export 
trade  IS  falling  in  an  alarming  way.  France,  like 
other  countries,  will  have  to  reform  Its  financial 
administration  and  learn  the  lesson  thit  the 
more  patemalism  there  u  in  govaraaMnt  the 
shorter  the  road  to  bankruptcy. 

Mr.  Ian  Maekensle  (Vancouver),  wa.s  pvit  to 
the  pin  of  his  collar  to  eke  out  his  forty-minute 
limit  of  contribution  to  the  debate  at  Ottawa  on 
unemployment  and  farm  relief.

WAR  TAX 

I  would  like  to  take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  elearinf  up  a  few  mls- 
understandlngs  In  regard  to  the 
admlnlsaratlott  of  tiM  meome  War 
Tax  Act,  and  partleularly  with  re- 
gard to  the  eoet  of  eoDeetlon.  The 
Income  War  Tax  Act  was  assented 
to  on  September  20.  1817,  and  waa 
effective  n.s  from  Januajy  1,  1917. 
At  the  Inception  of  the  act  there 
were,  as  might  have  been  expected, 
some  ioopitoies.  However,  as  time 
passed  and  the  lulministratlon  ac- 
quired esperleaoe  ki  the  workings 
of  tbe  Act.  tepnvetaents  were 
made.  loopbeJes  were  stopped.  Like- 
wise, many  of  the  objeetlonable 
.tei^uroe  of  the  act  were  done  a^ay 
wrai,  10  Qiat  today  the  act  appean 
to  approxlmntr  the  ordinary  con- 
ception of  the  bu.slnpss  man  as  to 
what  Is  iiiromp  utid  what  ix>rtlon 
thi»rpof  .should  he  fiPP  of  tax. 

In  rejrard  to  the  cost  of  collecting 
income  tax,  you  will  be  Interestet' 
to  know  that  in  the  fourteen  yeai 
the  act  has  been  in  force  there  tiaa 
been  ooUected  approalaiaOely  744 
mmione  of  doUeia  at  a  eoet  ct  less 
than  M  milUeao  eC  doOan.  in 
addition  to  this,  the  tneoaM  tax 
staff,  at  the  same  time  and  out  of 
the  same  appropriation,  hax  col- 
lected under  the  Bii.sineas  Proflta 
War  Tax  Act  a  sum  in  excess  of 
198  millions  of  dollars,  no  that  with 
an  expenditure  of  less  than  26 
millions  the  exchequer  has  been 
enrlehed  to  tha  ■■til  of  Mt  aaft- 
Hone  cf  dollars. 

Hie  avaraae  yearly  ooMeotlon  ef 
UMome  for  tbe  first  thirteen  years 
aoraunted  to  002,004.000.31,  while 
the  collection  for  this  fiscad  year 
will  roach  the  total  of  $61,000,000. 
Certainly  a  .splendid  showing  in 
view  of  the  fart  that  the  rates  are 
much  lower  tlian  they  were  In  .some 
of  the  former  years,  and  that  the 
problems  which  have  been  faced 
durbig  the  last  year  were  in  some 
respects  greater  than  Canada  has 
ever  had  to  deal  with  In  the  past. 
Of  this  001.000,000,  approKlmately 
038.000,000  has  been  paid  by  some 
7.500  corpomtions.  This  tax  was 
levied  on  the  proflts  of  tlw  1930 
business  year,  and  you  will  be  inter- 
ested to  know  thnt  (titrin»(  1030, 
while  .some  7. .WO  (■orjx)ralions 
showed  proht^,  there  were  in  Can- 
ada over  15,000  corporations  with 
an  employed  oapitad  of  over  03,683,- 
000,000,  who  paid  in  wages  and  sal- 
aries over  0^,000,000.  and  sus- 
tained kMMs  of  appwMrtBMttoly  100 
miUtan  doUare. 

To  give  ooaN  Idea  as  to  the 
burden  of  Inoome  tax  as  oonpared 
with  the  other  taxes  paid  by  Cana- 
dlan.s.  la.st  year  approximately  30 
per  cent  of  the  total  revenue  of 
Canada  waa  raised  by  way  of  income 
t«x.  In  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica Inst  year  the  oollectlons  from 
Income  tax  were  app»-oxlmately 
67.77  per  oeat  of  the  total  revenue, 
and  In  Oreat  BrMala  the  Inoome 
tax  revenno  wae  41.VI  pir  eent  of 
the  total  revenue.  Hie  rates  of 
tneome  tax  prevailing  in  Canada, 
and  the  fact  that  the  Dominion 
does  not  inipo«e  a  t;ix  on  interest 
or  dividends  paid  to  nonreaidenl.^ 
ha.*!.  It  Is  believed,  had  the  efTrrt 
of  inviting  capital  to  this  country. 
At  least,  It  Is  believed  that  mir 
Income  tax  has  noi  had  tlM  effect 
of  driving  capital  out  of  the  coun- 
try, as  evtdeaoed  by  the  laet  that 
In  lOlt  the  lorelan  Inveetaants  In 
Canada  amounted  to  approixlietely 
|3J00,000M0,  whereas  today  it  la 
estimated  that  Oordgn  Investments 
In  Canada  exceed  the  sum  of 
16,000,000,000.

Indication  of  tbe  energeUc  work 
being  done  by  the  Lord's  Day  Al- 
liance in  Canada  to  have  the  Lord's 
Day  Act  Btrictly  enforced  through- 
cut  the  Dominion,  was  given  by 
Rev.  Oeorge  O.  Wel>ber.  field  secre- 
tary, in  his  yearly  report  to  mem- 
bers qC  tbe  hxitUb  Oo4)mibia  branch 
oi  uie  oeganaeuoa  as  ttm  mn 
meeting  In  tbe  Fbat  Baptist 
Church. 

Mr  Webber  gave  a  short  address 
on  the  manner  lii  which  the  free- 
dom of  the  Lord's  Day  is  beUig 
challenged  in  Canada,  and  under 
various  headings  he  proceeded  to 
show  bow  tha  work  of  the  society 
was  progresabig  in  educating  the 
peofde  to  realize  the  beneflta  of  this 
act.  paaaed  by  Partkunent  twca^- 
flve  years  ago.  He  lyferred  to  an 
incident  which  took  place  recently, 
when  a  delr><ation  approached  Rt. 
Hon.  R.  B.  Bennett  witli  a  view  to 
having  tho  Lord's  Day  Art  reiwaled 
Greatly  to  his  credit.  Pre!ni"r  Ben- 
nett had  replied  to  the  delepatton 

that  the  act  waa  benefiting  a  large 
majority  of  people  thTOUghoot  Can- 
ada, he  snid. 

BENEFITED  BY  ACT 

"Since  the  act  came  into  force 
an  increasing  number  of  workers 
baa  enjoyed  the  day  of  rest  which 
It  ptovldes.''  Mr.  Webber  stated, 
"but  during  the  pest  year  It  has 
been  learned  that  some  workers  are 
not  being  given  this  holiday."  In 
Rriti.'h  Columbia  and  Alberta  there 
arc  at  least  .500,000  fewer  men  work- 
ing .seven  days  a  week  than  at  the 
?ame  time  last  year,  through  the 
efTorti  of  tbe  trgaslaation,  he 
claimed. 

Substantial  progress  had  been 
made  in  preventing  Stmday  trading, 
the  report  continued,  and  the  co-

films  on  the  Lord's  Day. 

Further  reference  wa.s  made  to 
checking  of  airplane  tMnistorming 
and  profes£ional  sport  events  taking 
place  on  Sunday,  the  secretary  re- 
ported, and  in  ooa^  case  seven  pilota 
had  been  cooYletad  en  a  charge  of 
violatbig  thia  section  of  tbe  act  In 
concluding.  Mr.  Webber  sbwased 
the  necessity  of  educating  the  pub- 
lic to  realize  the  value  of  the  act 
in  providing  a  day  of  rest. 

Mr.  Webber  also  submitted  the 
financial  statement  for  the  year, 
which  Indkmted  that  the  branch 
had  liut  iWBJlwd  He  vhjmMf  ei 
$5,000  In  eoneetions.  but.  despite 
conditions,  its  finances  were  In  fair 
shape.

Speaking  on  the  coming  Imi>erlal 
Conference  in  Its  relation  to  intcr- 
Emplre  trade,  Major  L.  R.  Andrews 
told  the  Manufacturers'  A.s.sociatioii 
Friday  night  that  the  Empire  was 
passing  through  a  crisis  in  Ita  ex- 
istence. Trade  had  contracted  to  an 
extent  that  there  was  a  deviand  for 
expansion  hi  thla  line  to  counter- 
balance the  situation  which  existed. 
The  sentiment  of  "Buy  British"  was 
extending  .so  rapidly,  tliat  it  was 
being  carried  to  a  point  where  It 
cast  money,  and  Britishers  were 
ready  to  pay  more  for  goods  made 
within  the  Emphre  than  buy  out- 
side. 

A  Study  of  the  situation  showed 
that  the  ttiplie  was  »w  gieattJt 

economic  unit  in  the  world.  A  com- 
prehensive commercial  policy  had 
to  be  developed.  The  United  States. 
France  and  other  <x)untric,s  pursued 
such  a  policy  and  traded  within  the 
confines  of  the  country's  posses- 
sions.

THE  DEAD  SEA 
lecture  was  encyclopaedic  in 
the  volume  of  information  which  it 
gave  oonoemlng  the  geography, 
climate,  history  and  eeooomlc  re- 
sources of  the  country,  much  of 
which  the  speaker  had  gathered  first 
hand  during  a  vi.su  there.  One  of 
the  peculiarly  interesting  jwints  of 
her  talk  had  to  do  with  tlie  Dead 
Sea,  as  it  is  popularly  luiown,  but 
which  she  preferred  to  call  by  Its 
local  name,  "Salt  Sea."

Because  the  Individual,  in  ninety- 
nine  cajses  out  of  a  liundred,  can  re- 
duce his  weight  getting  rid  of  the 
stored  fat,  and  prevent  fat  fcuma- 
tion  without  theee  gland  extracts, 
by  simply  cutting  down  on  his  food 
intake  and  Increasing  his  exercise. 
This  makes  it  unnecessary  to  use 
these  extracts  in  reducing  weight. 

Further,  these  extracts  have  other 
uses,  some  of  them  more  important 
than  the  control  of  weight,  such  as 
manufacturhig  materials  for  the 
blood,  regulating  digestion,  the  rate 
at  which  the  heart  beats,  building 
of  bone,  depoeittac  of  line  and 
many  other  uses.

In  another  Individual  eating  the 
same  amount  of  food,  doing  the 
same  amount  of  work,  the  processes 
seem  to  need  less  food  with  which 
to  do  their  work,  and  after  supply- 
ing the  liver  and  muscles  with  the 
necessary  sugar,  actually  store  the 
surplus  in  the  body  as  fat.

Constructed  of  grey  /stone,  It 
make.s  an  lnipre,s.slvc  sluht  a.s  It 
overlooks  the  Causeway.  Apart  from 
the  administratlvp  oflicea,  the  build- 
ings hold  niucli  Interest  as  the  home 
of  the  Provincial  Archives  and 
labrary,  In  addition  to  the  Provin- 
cial Museum,  weD  stocked  with 
specimens  of  natural  history  interest 
and  old  relics  of  early  days. 

MAMMi  mnvB 

A  tour  around  the  Marine  Drivr 
is  one  that  is  well  worth  lakiiiK.  kiv- 
Ing  a  panoramic  view  of  the  .scenic 
attractions  Victoria  has  to  offer. 
I-Tom  the  Outer  Wharf,  where  the 
Empress  boats  and  vessels  from  the 
Orient  lie,  the  drive  sweeps  through 
an  older  part  at  the  resMetttial  sec- 
tion toward  the  boundaries  of 
Beacon  Kill  Park. 

Beaeon  Hill  Park  includes  some 
U4  acre.s  of  land,  prp.scni rd  to  ilie 
city  by  the  Provincial  tlovernmcnt 
in  1M2,  and  a  tremendous  amount 
of  beautiflcation  has  been  carried 
out.  Visitors  invariably  exclaim  at 
the  picturesque  beautjr  of  the  arti- 
ficial lake  and  the  well-planned 
paths  and  gardens.  Prom  the  look- 
out in  a  point  of  vantage  the  thick 
yellow  gorsT  and  broom  sweeps 
down  to  the  .sea  to  blaze  a  welcome 
to  the  incoming  boat,; 

Tlie  Marine  Drive  pas.ses  Uirough 
the  lower  part  of  the  park,  winding 
beside  the  shore,  or  swinging  Inland 
for  a  few  hundred  yuds  to  raise  a 
hedge  of  broom  between  the  traveler 
and  the  sea.  To  the  right  lle.s  the 
open  water  of  the  Straits  of  Juan  de 
Fuca,  to  the  left  the  park,  and  the 
dlarbtfilnd  V. 

8KIRT8  ROSS  RAY 

At  Ross  Bay  the  drive  .skirt,s  the 
sea  beside  the  Ross  Bay  Cemef^'ry. 
beautifully  kept  with  trim  green 
grass  and  spreading  trees.  Marble 
slabs  mark  the  last  resting-piace  of 
many  a  man  whose  name  has  rung 
Uuraugh  the  hietory  of  BrlUsh 
OotanMa. 

At  the  base  of  Gonzales  Hill  the 
road  sweeps  up  to  the  crest,  where 
A  glorious  view  burst.s  upon  the  eye 
with  dramatic  suddenness.

lows  Beach,  where  a  publle  park  is 

established,  the  drive  next  enters  the 
Uplands.  This  beautiful  residential 
area  loolcs  out  over  Cadboro  Bay  to 
Ten  Mile  Point,  and  here  is  ttie  ofB- 
ciai  club  IMMM  ot  the  Vlelorla  Yacht 
Club. 

MOUNT  DOUOLAS  PABK 

Ttotn  here  the  road  i^aves  the  sea 
and  winds  its  way  tnrough  farm 
land  and  seed  ranches  to  Mount 
Douglas  Park,  a  natural  forest,  pre- 
served as  a  public  park.  Cordova 
Bay  lies  at  the  foot  of  the  mountain, 
as  it  is  locally  called,  though  it  is 
little  more  than  a  hill,  easily  scaled 
by  a  winding  path.  The  climb  is 
more  than  repaid  by  the  glorious 
view  that  i.s  to  be  had  from  the  top, 
[Through  Mount  Douglas  Park  the 
continues  until  It  eventually 
Joins  the  Ka.st  Saanich  Road  close  to 
Elk  Lake.  By  turning  to  the  left 
and  following  the  sweep  oi  the  lake, 
an  ouf  return  to  Victoria  is  made 
lia  Rcval  Oak  and  Quadra  Street, 
back  to  the  hnslness  centre  of  the 
city. 

This  drive  is  but  one  of  the  many 
thiat  are  offered  in  tlie  immediate 
vicinity  of  Victoria.  Others  m'ky  be 
had  that  cross  and  rscross  the 
Saanich  Peninsula  or  lead  out  ak»g 
the  Island  Highway,  or  even  toward 
8o<Ae.  Again,  even  closer  to  the 
city,  are  beautiful  drives  through  the 
heart  of  the  residential  centres,  with

Gabriola  Island,  noted  for  the 
splendid  beaches  wlUch  are  found 
along  the  broken  coast,  and  inter- 
woven with  a  network  of  some  fifty 
miles  of  good  motor  roads,  received 
added  prominence  when  linked  with 
Vancouver  la.st  July  by  an  up-to- 
date  motor  ferry,  establi.shed  under 
the  name  of  Hlggs  Oarblola  Ferry. 
Ijtd.  and  In  operation  since  that 
<late  Tlie  famous  Malaspina  Oal- 
icrie.s  i.s  an  attraction  wtiich  draws 
hundreds  •to  the  island,  being  a 
wonderful  exhlMtlon  of  rock  carved 
by  the  force  of  the  elements  into  a 
giant  fresco  that  lines  the  Mala- 
.splna  cave.s. 

Tlie  celebrated  Mala.spina  Cave, 
on  Oabrlola  Island,  attamed  con- 
siderable prominence  twenty  years 
ago  in  consequence  of  a  controversy 
with  regard  to  its  locality,  which 
was  finally  established  as  behig  on 
Oabrlola  Island.  The  question  came 
up  in  the  following  manner:  Pro- 
fe.tsor  George  Davidson,  formerly 
of  the  University  of  California,  en- 
clof;ed  three  photos  in  a  letter  to 
Mr.  Schofleld,  Provincial  LlbrarLin, 
asking  for  definite  information  on 
the  spot.  The  pictures  were  copies 
from  the  illustration  in  "Malasplna's 
Voyages."  with  the  caption  of  being 
"In  a  quiet  lake  along  the  Strait  of 
Juan  de  P^ica  " 

Profe.s.sor  I3avkLson's  query  elic- 
ited a  large  number  of  replie.s,  .some 
describing  the  location  of  the  Orotto 
as  on  the  Okanagan  Lakes.  How- 
ever, it  wu  eventually  decided  that 
Oabrlola  Island  must  be  the  spot 
referred  to. 

ITALIAN  NAVIGATOR 
Alesandro  Malaspina  w^s  an  ac- 
complished Italian  navigator,  who 
accepted  eoaumtaakais  in  the  senice 


of  Bpaln,  and  hi  ITN  he  was  en- 
gaged upon  a  voyage  or  survey  and 

discovery  in  the  Pacific  Ocean.  'He 
arilved  on  the  Coa.st  near  Mount 
.San  Ja  into,  or  EdRPCumbc.  with  his 
two  .■<hiixs,  the  DL'cubierta,  com- 
manded by  himself,  and  the  Atra- 
vida.  Captain  Bustramente.  The 
principle  object  of  his  voyage  was 
to  decikie  as  to  the  existence  of  the 
Strait  of  Anian.  described  In  the 

The  Journals  of  Malasplno's  ex- 
peditions   were    never  published 

under  hLs  own  name,  tlie  sketch  of 
hi.s  voyage  along  the  Paclllc  Coast 
being  given  In  the  journal  of  Oali- 
ano  and  Valdez.  in  which  the  most 
extrava«ant  praise  was  bestowed 
upon  him.  Maldonado,  whose  nar- 
rative was  subsequently  discredited, 
said  he  passed  the  entrance  to  this 
strait  in  the  Pacific.  Malaspina 
searched  diligently  the  various  bays 
and  inlets  which  open  into  the  sea, 
particularly  that  which  is  called  the 
English  Admiralty  Bay.  situated  at 
the  foot  of  Mount  Elias. 

FOUND  NO  PASSAGE 
They  found,  however,  that  no 
passage  to  the  northward  or  east- 
ward led  from  the  Pacific,  and  they 
were  convinced  that  the  whole  coast 
was  bordered  by  a  hi?h  and  for- 
bidding mountain  r.uiKc  Want  of 
time  prevented  them  from  continu- 
ing their  examination  further. 

As  already  noted,  the  name  of 
Malaspino  does  not  appear  as  the 
author  of  any  Spanish  book  or  voy- 
age or  travel  The  unfortunate  com- 
mander gave  offence  to  Oodoy.  who 
then  ruled  Spain  with  an  iron  hand, 
and  on  whose  order  Malaspino  wa.s 
cast  into  a  diiiiReon  at  Coruna  on 
his  ret'irn  i-^  Europe  in  1794  Here 
he  wn.s  kfpt  until  1802.  when  after 
tlie  Pen  r  oi  Amit-i\.s  he  was  re- 
leased by  tlie  express  orders  of  Na- 
poleon Bonaparte.  SpMlSh  malevo- 
lence oouM  not  allow  the  name  of 
one  who  had  otrmded  to  appear  on 
the  pages  of  any  ofOclal  records 
Hence  the  strange  omission  of 
name  of  this  brilliant  sailor 


Saanich  Peninsula

Are  Attractive 

Chemauius  and  Ladvsmilh, 
miles  south  of  Nanalmo.  on  the 
Island  Highway,  are  progressive 
towns  of  unusual  beauty.  Oyster  Bay, 
close  to  Ladysmith.  is  blessed  with 
a  beach  whicli  few  resorts  can  equaL 
The  town  IfaMlf  is  picturesquely 
situated  on  one  skle  ef  a  hiU,  which 
slopes  doaai  to  the  water.  Che- 
malnus.  deriving  its  income  from 
what  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most 
up-to-date  mllLs  in  the  world,  is  aLso 
clckse  to  some  of  the  finest  .scenery 
procurable  anywhere.  The  Che- 
malnus  River,  entering  the  bay 
close  to  the  town.

Sir,— Here  is  the  approximate  cost 
of  borrowing  $500,000.  We  shall 
probably  get  about  $430,000.  a  lass 
of  $70,000;  sinking  fund,  $24,971; 
Interest,  $30,000;  a  total  liability 
thLs  year  of  $124971.  Add  OOSt  of 
refunding  $200,000  at  the  same 
figure,  and  our  liability  runs  to 
about  |174.m,  with  slnktaiff  fund 
and  laleraat  evsry  year  to  maturity 
—a  pretty  stiff  price  for  the  con- 
venience of  tightening  the  noose 
round  our  neck.s  to  the  tune  of  a 
debt  of  $700,000.  Oiven  petty  eco- 
nomy (the  mayor  hius  called  it 
cheese  paring)  this  Ls  not  nece.s.sary.

Alderman  Litchfield, 
dealing  with  my  suggestion  of  cut- 
ting down  the  Ugh^ig,  said  it  was 
money  waU  spent  Ttm  point  Is  that 
we  hata  not  the  money  to  spend. 
He  Is  the  gentleman  reported '  in 
your  columns.  a.s  .saying  he  would 
vote  for  the  publicity  Krant,  whether 
the  public  wanted  it  or  not.  Here 
is  an  item  of  petty  economy.  The 
very  be-st  paper,  some  of  it  crested, 
la  used  In  the  municipal  office  and 
government  offlcas.  The  British 
Government  is  content  to  use  the 
cheapest,  thinnest  paper  procurable. 

As  regards  tha  school  board,  l  say 
that  whatever  are  the  provisions  of 
the  Municipal  Act.  the  council  has 
the  moral  right  and  the  power  to 
cut  $200,000  off  the  estimates,  if  the 
money  cannot  be  ral.sed  without 
cau-slng  the  dustress  tliat  Is  bound 
to  follow.

On  R  Wiive  of  public  opinion  that 
hui  g^o»^l  In  volume  during  the 
past  three-qii»rter8  of  a  century, 
women  have-  attained  Hf:i—pft^tp 
and  have  been  admitted  to  all  call- 
lufs  and  profetitoiM  but  those  of 
the  army  and  the  church.

CSSlon,  therefore,  when,  now  almost 
a  year  ago,  at  the  general  as.sembly 
of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  the  ven- 
erated Marchioness  of  Aberdeen, 
who  is  hrfppily  remembered  in  the 
Qominion  as* wife  of  a  former  gov- 
ernor-general and  founder  of  the 
National  OoowU  of  Women,  in  the 
presenee  of  a  crowded  gathering 
talked  to  the  bar  of  the  hou.se  and 
presented  a  petition  signed  by  350 
of  the  church's  leading  women, 
praying  the  "moderator,  fathers  and 
brethren"  to  remove  the  barriers 
atralnst  ordination  to  the  ministry, 
the  eldership  and  the  dlaconate. 

It  was  a  tense  moment.  It  was 
the  first  time  women  had  appeared 
at  the  ^  of  the  assembly.  There 
was  ae  general  discussion,  however, 
but  the  matter  was  referred  to  a 
commission  of  thirty,  of  whom  ten 
were  women,  which  will  report  next 
month.  Meantime,  the  United  Free 
Church,  Continuing,  which  is  defi- 
nitely democratic,  has  accepted  for 
ordination  a  Mrs.  Kdith  8.  ICartin. 
who  has  been  assistant  of  a  Belfast 
'rsSbyterlafi  minister,  but  who 
ooold  not  be  ordained  In  Ireland 
on  aeeount  of  opposition  in  the 
Presbyterian  church  there. 
ANOUCANS  TAKB  ACTION 
And  now  the  Ohureh  of  England, 
constitutionally  more  conservative  m 
this  matter,  probably,  than  the 
Church  of  Scotlanrl,  lias  recently 
appointed  a  cotnmi.s.slon  to  study 
the  question  This  was  the  reply 
made  by  tlie  Archbishop  of  Canter- 
bury to  a  deputation  from  the 
Anglican  group  for  the  ordination 
of  women  to  the  prissthoed.

aridge.  a  portkto  of  the  original  Renan  Toad- 
•ay,  stkteen  feet'in  width,  was  brought  to  light 
nree  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  prawnt 
Kreet   Por  several  centurtee  Cannon  Bttaet 
«vas  the  biftlnoai  centre  of  the  L<xidon  candle- 
«nakers,  whose  trade  was  a  moat  important  and 
flourishing  one  in  the  days  when  candles  ware 
.uMat  tmlversally  used  for  Illuminating  pur- 
p  sps.  and  the  thoroughfare  was  for  a  long 
Umc  known  as  Candle wlek  Street,  of  which  its 
preeent  name  k  a  aonr^Hkn. 

The  early  Roman  fortr^s.  known  as  the 
Ottadel.  is  believed  to  tuive  stood  on  ttve  site 
of  the  preeent  Gannon  Btraet  Hallway  Btotian. 
wlilch.  to  the  late  tenth  century,  became  the 
Bite  of  the  Steel  Yard,  tha  London  depot  of  a 
group  of  Oermaa  awrehaato  Thie  group  of 
foreigners  became  known  in  late.-  v..»rs  as  the 
Hanseatlc  League,  which.

New  U.S.  Naval  Torpedo 
Largest  Yet  Built 

ACCOROIMO  to  Hector  C.  Bywatar,  tbe 
naval  expert  of  The  DaOy  Telegraph  of 

London,  the  United  States  navy  Is  experiment- 
ing with  the  largest  and  most  deadly  torpedo 
In  the  world.  At  first  treating  of  the  subject 
ef  torpedoes  In  general  he  writes  that  "not 
only  have  the  accuracy,  range  and  exploalve 
capacity  of  the  torpedo  been  Improved,  but 
entirely  new  methods  of  launching  It  against 
ships  have  also  been  evolved  "   He  continues: 

'Ten  years  ago  the  largest  British  torpedo 
was  the  twenty-ane-!ndi.  Today  wa  hava 
battleships  carrying  twenty-four-lnch  tor- 
pedoes, while  the  American  Navy  Is  experi- 
menting with  a  twenty-flve»lnch  model.  wWeh 
is  charged  with  700  pounds  of  high  explosive 
and  has  a  range  of  eleven  miles.  This  huge  tin 
fish'  Is  nearly  twenty-flva  feat  la  laagth. 

"ItKlierto  the  'war  head'  of  a  torpedo  has 
(ontalned  a  charge  of  TNT  weltrhlnR  about 
500  pounds.  This  new  weapon  is  loaded  with 
a  taeret  axplealva  that  datonataa  BMra  vtetoat- 
ly  than  TMT. 

•  All  calciilallons  as  to  the  resisting  power  of 
battleships  to  torpedo  attack  la  now  based  on 
triala  with  tba  type  of  torpedo  which  is  being 
superseded.  It  Is,  therefore,  impossible  to  say 
whether  the  strongest  battleship  could  with- 
stand more  than  one  of  tbar  new  type." 

Mr.  Bywatar  understands  that  tlie  new 
American  torpedo  la  electrlcaUy  propeUed  and 
hence  leaves  no  visible  track  and  can  alao  be 
dtraetad  la  a  ilg-eag  aoana. 

"Sach  zlg-zaR  torpedo  constitutes  a  wide 
danger  sone.  "  he  says.  "A  salvo  of  such  tor- 
pedoes fired  would  cooMtel.a  a«ua4r«a  aC  bat- 
tleships to  break  formatloa  Md  Matter  for 

^afety.'■ 

The  drawback  of  torpedoes  for  aerial  craft 
—the  neeeaalty  of  approaching  near  to  the 

water  iM-fnre  disrharglnK  the  weapon  has 
been  overcome  In  the  British  navy,  according 
to  tblB  expert,  who  adds: 

"Um  latest  aircraft  torpedo  for  tl\t  British 
navy  will  run  straight  after  being  dropped 
from  a  height  of  more  than  100  feet  by  a  plane 
travaUiig  at  IM  miles  an  hour.  Built  with  an 
txceptlonally  strong  body.

^ahed  her  trim  bow  through  the  waves  of  the 
Atlantlr  were  of  Fngllsh  make.  The  Bremen 
sUll  holds  the  eastward  record,  but  the  weat- 
watd  oraailW  la  sow  haM  by  tba  Mpa. 

The  Bremen's  first  screws  were  made  by  J. 
Stone  A  Co.,  of  London,  and  although  they 
nerved  to  eetabllab  tha  fastcit  eroastaig  ef  that 
UOM.  were  removed  a  few  months  later  for 
reasons  explained  to  landlubbers  as  a  faulty 
pitch."

Much 
to  the  surprise  of  his  neighbors  he  has  not 
bought  a  car.  Only  six  miles  from  Edson,  and 
with  very  bad  roads,  he  considers  the  horse 
more  practical.  And  the  railway  gives  good 
servioe  to  tha  dty. 


Into  hia  twenty-seven  years  of  life  this  young 
priaaa  haa  crowded  mora  thrtutng  experiences 
thMl  till  IP*"y  a  haiLia.g  "boys'  best  seller." 
Bom  in  Russia,  the  yAunger  aoo  of  Prince 
Oalltshie  Count  Oaterman,  ha  waa  tofean  away 
when  but  four  months  old,  to  return  at  eight 
years,  and  be  there  during  the  earty  days  of 
the  war  and  the  dreadful  scenes  of  the  revolu- 
tion. With  his  faailly— his  father  had  died 
before  the  war  and  his  brother  had  succeeded 
to  the  title— he  escaped  through  the  Crimea 
and  by  means  of  a  British  ihlp,  to  Constanti- 
nople; thence  by  way  of  the  Red  Sea  and  the 
Indian  Ocean  to  Japan.

1V25,  Just  before  he  vanished  Into  the 
threatening  wUda  of  Matto  Orosso.  related  his 
party's  progress  up  to  ttMB,  aad  ai^rasaed 
confideaoe  regarding  the  outeouM  of  tba  ex-, 
pedltloa. 

'Do  aot  count  upon  any  more  dl^Mtches 
until  wa  return  to  clvlllaatlon."  wrote  the 

English  explorer,  missing  now  for  seven  years. 
It  may  be  possible,  but  trouble  with  the  In- 
dians makaa  It  precarioks."  A  few  days  be- 
fore this.  Colonel  Fawcett  had  written:  "In 
(ullneaa  of  time  we  will  have  the  atory  of  the 
eentary." 

Extracts  from  t.he.se  lattara  and  dlspatrhe.s. 
prepared  by  Colonel  Mweett  for  tbe  North 
Amerieaa  Newspaper  Alllanee.  are  ef  renewed 
interest  now  because  of  the  recently -revived 
report  that  the  explorer  la  s^U  alive,  the  cap- 
tive of  Indiana. 

The  report  wa.s  brought  to  Sao  Paulo,  Bra- 
Bil.  a  few  daya  ago  by  Stephan  RatUn.  Swiaa 
trapper  and  hunter.  Re  aaya  he  talked  with  a 
mysterloTis  white-beardcd  Eiigli.'.hman  in  an 
Indian  village  In  the  state  of  Matto  Oroaao, 
and  he  to  eoavlaead  tbto  auin  to  Oekme!  Faw- 

cett.  Rattin  heada  an  expedition  which  to 
now  making  its  way  back  to  thla  village. 

Oolenal  ftweett  Was  aooompanled  Into  the 
Braslllan  Jungle  by  his  .son.  Jark  Fawcett,*  by 
another  young  man.  Raleigh  RlineU.  of  Los 
Aagatoa,  aad  by  native  bearers.  The  objeeta 
of  the  expedition  were  these:  To  explore  an 
ancient  city  in  the  Braailian  interior  believed 
to  eon  tola  maJestVt  arebMaetural  remains,  to 
explore  other  ancient  cities,  to  gather  final 
and  convincing  proof  that  South  America  was 
tba  eradto  of  etvUtoatton,  to  awke  reaaarehes 
among  tribes  ruled  by  women,  proving  that  the 
Amasona  were  not  a  myth;  to  find  descendants 
Of  a  bli^  alvQtoed  and  opulent  raoa  wMeh 
Colonel  rtiwcett  was  convinced  once  Inhabited 
thto  region,  and  to  find  ancient  mines  be- 
ttarai  iNfe  to  gold  aat  athrar. 

Dangerous  Undertaking 

IN  one  of  hia  early  dispatches  from  the  rela- 
Uva  dvlltoattoa  of  Oaiaba.  Malto  Oraaaa, 

Oataael  Fawcett  wrote: 

*Xt  must  be  understood  that  thla  la  a  highly 
daiigwaul  aadTlailag,    I  have  here  a  Bra- 

zlllan  friend,  brought  up  since  childhood  on 
the  edge  of  thla  unexplored  sone.  To  his 
tatharli  raaeb  eaaM  aamy  ladtana  fraai  ttiM 
to  time.  What  they  tcM  him  long  antedated 
my  own  diaoovertea.  and  so  art  full  of  interest. 

01  ttoa  tdragig  to 


Cuyaba  and  showed  him  the  local  churches, 
which  are  of  some  size.  He  said:  This  la 
nothing.  In  my  fore^Ls  are  building.s  bigger, 
l(rftler.  greater  by  far.  They  have  doors  and 
windows  of  stone  and  the  Inalde  to  lit  by  a 
great  square  crystal  on  a  plUar  wbleb  iblaaa 
no  a,s  to  dazzle  the  eyes ' 

'  In  the  direction  where  my  expedition  la 
going,  the  Indian  said,  to  an  ancient  building, 
round  and  tower-like,  partly  fallen  down. 
From  Its  doors  and  wuidowa  thcie  is  always 
a  light.  What  it  to  they  do  not  know,  aa  tbe 
bad  troglodytes  live  near  It  aad  they  have  not' 
ventured  too  close. 

"My  friend  aaaurea  me  that  he  and  hto  peo- 
ple h.^ve  f.nt  on  the  veranda  of  hi.s  house  and 
listened  to  peculiar  and  inexplicable  aounds 
which  periodically  come  out  of  thto  region. 
He  describes  them  to  me  a.s  the  flight  of  a 
distant  rocket  or  a  hissing  shell,  rising  into 
the  air  and  seemingly  plunging  to  earth,  end- 
ing with  a  clear  'boom.' 

"Bight  or  ten  years  ago  a  rubber  gatherer 
obtained  from  a  forest  IndUn  an  egg-ahapett 
rock  crystal  with  a  highly  polished  aurface. 
In  the  Interior  of  thto  crystal  was  the  picture 
of  an  Indian.  It  was  seen  by  many  people 
here,  but  seems  to  have  caused  llttto  comment, 
because  antiques  do  not  'appeal  to  people 
whose  entire  energies  are  devoted  to  a  struggto 
to  Mve.  Ita  owner  aokl  It  for  a  couple  of 
mllreLs— a  quarter.  There  was  no  obvious 
cleavage  in  the  stone,  which  was  reckoned  to 
be  very  old.  Its  origin  waa  unquestionably 
Indian.  Theee  things  foeoe  one  to  think 
furiously.  Art  aaoBM  ao  tar  from  a  naked 
River  mdtoa. 

Had  Woman  Leader 

tt  aKD  yet,  the  worst  River  Indians  of 
JL\  Matto  Orosso,  the  Caxlbia,  wear  or- 
namenU  of  amaslng  arttotto  exoellenee.  Ua- 
fortuaa^ly,  communication  has  so  far  alwaya 
ended  tragically,  and  it  is  only  from  dead 
bodies  that  these  things  have  been  discovered. 
VBOf  hava  wwaen  ehlefs.  A  Cuyaba  expedi- 
tion, fifty  strong,  descended  a  certain  river 
not  long  ago.  They  obeerved,  jtondlng  on  tbe 
edge  of  the  forest,  a  fat.  vary  fab*  woman  aur^ 
rounded  by  eqtfally  fair  Indians,  as  a  speetes 
of  court.  She  waa  naapproacbabto  aad  very 
dignified.  They  were  wiwaoi  to  get  «Mt,

"There  to  a  Brasilian  here  of  liigh  standing 
and  iiaiaabtad  totagrtty  wbo  haa  bow  aad 

again  met  some  of  the  Indians  on  the  tnitllrttl* 
of  clvUlsaUoo.  Indians  told  him  the  foOew- 
lag.  IBaftoM:  H  yaa  ttWv  oolltoittiaai' 


or  like  to  come  with  u.s,  yoti  will  reach  a  re- 
gion where  the  streams  are  narrow,  with  deep 
banks.  There,  In  the  hills,  U  a  place  with 
many  houses,  low  and  dark,  and  streets  cross- 
ing one  another  at  right  angles.  It  Is  unhab- 
Ited  and  burled,  part  of  it  in  forest.  'Thara  to 
a  great  building  In  there  In  which,  on  the  wall, 
la  a  round  figure  like  the  sun,  made  of  shinlnj 
cry&ui.  There  Is  a  river  and  a  great,  water- 
fall.   Below  the  waterfall  la  a  white  rock  ' 

"I  intend  visiting  thto  region  If  pos^ble, 
although  it  to  not  my  main  objective.  But 
the  surrounding  Indians  are  very  difficult,  for 
these  people  are  aware  of  the  lust  for  gold 
and  what  it  may  mean  for  their  extotanee. 
To  look  for  gold  to  fatal— and  probably  every 
expedition  ha.s  not  failed  to  do  ao." 

In  one  of  the  last  letters  received  from  Col- 
onel Fawcett,  written  May  19.  1925.  at  Bakafrl, 
Matta  Orosso.  the  expk)rer  said  all  in  the  ex- 
pedition were  well  but  Rlmell. 

"Rlmell,"  he  wrote,  "to  the  weak  link.  If  any 
He  suffered  a  sharp  attack  of  Jaundice,  and 
later  from  a  poisoned  foot."  It  auiy  have 
been  Colonel  Fawcett  the  trapper,  Rattin, 
aaw  but  there  waa  no  sign  of  Rlmell  or  the 
Ccdonel's  son.  IB  tbp  aaaM  lot|ar, 
Fawoett  wroto: 


try  for  another  two  week-s  After  that  we 
shall  be  among  the  Indians,  with  all  the  ad- 
venturea  wbleb  that  bapUaa. 

"It  Ls  difflcult  country  to  enter  and  to  pene- 
trate. I  ahall  continue  to  prepare  dispatches 
from  time  to  time.  In  hope  of  Itolng  abto  to 
get  them  out  eventually  tlirough  some  friendly 
tribe.    But  I  doubt  if  thto  wiU  be  poaslbto." 

And  since  then  nothing  hai  been  heard  from 
Colonel  Fairectt.

ADMIRAL.  ColUngwood.  who  succeeded 
Nelson,  was  not  only  a  great  naval  offi- 
cer but  a  loving  father.  It  Is  more  than  a 
himdred  years  since  he  died,  but  a  letter  he 
wrote  to  his  little  daughter  contains  advice  as 
valuable  to  gills  now  as  it  was  then.  He  said : 
"When  you  write  a  letter  give  It  your  great- 
est care,  that  it  may  be  as  perfect  In  all  Its 
porta  aa  you  can  make  It.  Let  the  subject  be 
sansi^  expressed  in  the  most  plain,  intelli- 
gible, and  elegant  manner  you  are  capable  of. 
If.  In  a  familiar  epistle,  you  should  be  playful 
and  jocular,  giiard  carefully  that  your  wit  be 
not  sharp,  so  as  to  give  pain  to  any  peFSon; 
and  before  you  write  a  sentence  examine  It. 
that  there  be  nothing  vulgar  or  inekgant. 
Remember,  my  dear,  that  your  letter  Is  the 
pktMva  Of  your  brains;  and  those  whose  brains 
ace  a  compound  of  folly,  notuense  and  Im- 
pertinence are  to  blame  to  exhibit  them  to  the 
contempt  of  tba  wertd.  or  tba  pity  ol  tbalr 
friends. 

•To  write  a  letter  with  negligence,  without 
proper  stops,  with  crooked  lines  and  great 
flourishing  dashes.  Is  Inelegant;  It  argues 
either  great  ignorance  of  what  is  proper,  or 
great  Indlllteranea  toward  the  persosi  to  whom 
It  Is'  addrr.ssrd.  and  Is  consequently  dlsrespect- 
fuL  It  makes  no  amends  to  add  an  apology 
tor  having  acrawled  a  sheet  of  paper;  or  bad 
pens,  for  you  .should  mend  them;  or  want  of 
time,  for  nothing  is  more  Important  to  you.  I 
think  X  can  know  the  character  of  a  lady 
pretty  nearly  by  her  handwriting.  The  dash- 
ers aie  all  impudent,  however  they  may  con- 
ceal It  from  themselves  or  others;  and  the 
srribblens  flatter  themselves  with  the  vain 
hope  that,  as  their  letter  cannot  be  read.  It 
may  be  mistaken  for  sense  " 

The  great  man's  own  letter  doaes  with  these 
affectlohate  sentences:  . 

"I  am  very  anxious  to  come  to  Botfand,  for 
I  have  lately  been  unwell.  The  greatest  hap- 
plnesa  which  I  expect  there  U  to  find  that  my 
dear  girls  have  been  ssskbioos  In  ttaekr  leam- 
InK. 

•May  God  Almighty  bless  you.  my  beloved 
little  aarab.  and  avcet  Mary  too." 


A  Great  Painter 

AUSTRALIA,  a  few  years  ago,  bought  a 
famous  picture  by  the  wonderful  Italian 
painter  Titian.  No  artist  has  ever  been  able 
to  use  color  with  such  effeei  as  Tttlan,  wbo 
lived  from  1477  to  167«. 

In  that  lifetime  of  nearly  a  hundred  yean. 
Titian  painted  about  600  pietoni.  No  one  Is 
sure  of  the  number. 

In  Venice,  in  Spain  and  in  many  Suropean 
countries  Titian's  worts  may  be  studied.  Now 
one  of  his  portraits.  "The  Mmk,"  belongs  to 
Australia.  Even  In  black  and  white  repro- 
ductions the  beauty  of  hL"?  pictures  delight  the 
simplest  child  as  well  as  the  greatest  critics. 

This  painter  was  bom  at  Cadore,  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  parts  of  the  lovely  oountiy  of 
lUly. 

Stories  of  this  great  painter  have  oome  down 
to  us  through  the  centuries.  It  is  said  that 
from  childhood  he  loved  colors.  Paints  were 
hard  to  get.  so  the  mountalxMer's  son  gathered 
flowers  and  crushed  them  and  used  the  colors 
with  his  Ijrush.  uis  picture  on  the  walls  of 
an  old  house  drew  a  crowd  of  vUlatera  to  gaae 
at  it. 

When  he  was  ten  years  old,  Titian  was  sent 
to  Venice  to  learn  from  the  great  painter  Bel- 
lini. He  was  a  wonderful  .student,  and  learned 
from  many  masters.  His  use  of  colors  he 
owed  to  no  master.  Four  hundred  years  ago, 
and  for  years  after,  Titian  was  painting  sacred 
pictures  for  dukes  and  emperors  aa  well  as  for 
the  Popes.  Some  day  thoee  ^  you  who  love 
pictures  may  see  bis  works,  for  travel  to  tbeae 
days  Is  easy.

The  room.s 
In  use  were  too  small  or  else  were  needed,  and 
a  few  weeks  ago  Mr.  D.  R.  Ker  Invited  the 
Udles  who  had  charge  of  this  enterprt^e  to 
move  Into  some  empty  rooms  he  had  on  Cook 
Street,  Just  round  the  eomer  from  Pandora 
Avenue.

There 
la  a  big  school  near  a  garden  that  is  unpro- 
tected by  a  fence  and  not  guarded  by  a  dog. 
SchooltMys  and  schoolgirls  pass  by  every  day. 
Now  and  again  some  child  knotiks  at  the  door 
and  a-sks  for  flowers  But  though  hundreds 
have  grown  big  enough  to  go  to  High  School 
and  aome  are  now  men  and  women,  no  one  has 
carried  away  flowers  or  Injiu-ed  plants. 

An  old  lady  has  lovely  flowers  next  door  to 
the  eeboeOMMse.  but  the  children  are  satlafted 
to  look  without  touching  them.  Indeed, 
though  there  is  a  garden  with  every  house 
along  the  street,  no  complaints  have  been 
heard  of  flower  stealing.  Plants  havo  occa- 
sionally been  uprooted,  but  not  by  children, 
n  seenw  as  if  the  bogs  and  girls  wore  akneet 

a.s  proud  of  the  flowers  as  their  owner.s  are. 
That  Is  as  it  should  be.  Daffodils.  tuUps  and 
hyaeinths.  as  wril  aa  the  roeee.  sweet  peaa  and 
the  gay  host  of  Summer  flowers  give  pleasure 
to  every  passer-by.

Since  that  writing  we 
tmderstand  the  order  has  been  rescinded  and 
that  the  staff  of  the  laboratory  is  to  remain 
intact.

With  the  knowledge  that  the  work  under- 
way at  the  laboratory  wfU  oonthuie  without 
interruption,  horticulturists  and  plant  and 
flower  lovers  generally  will  renew  the  battla 
against  destructive  peste  and  plant  dlceasee 
that  coastantly  menace  our  crops  despite  con- 
sciendous  efforts  to  keep  our  plants  and  shrubs 


Fruit  Trees  and  Bushes 
May  Be  Ornamental  as 
Well  as  Productive 

THX  poertbnitlee  of  combining  ornamental 
valuee  with  trait  production  in  selecting 
planta  lor  the  hcma  grounds  are  being  recog- 
nieed  more  wldtiy  by  Canadians  than  formerly. 
They  have  long  been  realized  in  British  and 
northern  European  gardens,  where  fruit  grow- 
ing la  more  difficult  than  with  us,  and  a 
ripened  peach  is  an  achievement: 

.Ta  train  peach  and  pear  trees  against  a 
aottthem  wall,  where  a  maximum  of  heat  from 
the  sun  will  hasten  their  ripening,  is  not 
neceesary  here.  But  it  can  be  done,  and  there 
Is  much  interest  in  the  quaintly  pruned  fruit 
trees,  trained  on  espaliers,  especially  in  the 
garden  too  small  to  harbor  a  full-grown  tree 

But  a  thirty-foot  garden  Is  large  enough  lor 
one  full-grown  cherry,  peach,  plum,  pear  or 
even  applp  tree;  and  there  are  also  dwarf 
trees  whlcli  win  do  in  much  smaller  space  than 
t^e  sUndards.  A  fruit  tree  well  cared  for  wUl 
provide  shade  as  welcome  that  from  a  .shade 
tree;  and  besides  its  fruit  it  gives  glorious 
flowers.

Bush  Fruits  as  Hedges 

iU8H  fruits  make  acceptable  hedges  to 
divide  the  vegetable  from  the  ornamental 
garden.  Ihe  red  raepberry  Is  an  Ideal  hone 
garden  subject;  and  there  are  varieties  that 
bear  all  season.  Loganberriae  and  Mack  rasp- 
berrtee  are  easily  grown,  though  the  latter 
spread  over  ronsiderahle  room  with  their 
drooping  habit.  Blackberries  should  be  used 
only  where  their  custom  M  sendlnt  out  long 
suckers  will  not  annoy.  Currants  make  large 
bushy  shrubs  which  can  be  grown  in  mass 
plantings.  provkM  they  are  not  crowded, 
aoooeberrles  have  a  somewhat  siaoilar  baMt 
of  growth  and  are  easily  handled. 

Ibr  a  treWs.  atf  «rbar.  a  pergote.  or  to  eloihe 
a  naked  fence,  grapes  are  unrivaled.  Their 
blossoms  are  fragrant  and  their  hrutta  have 
great  decvatlve  vahie.  The  eare  of  frulla  to 
not  difllcult.  if  one  learns  a  few  simple  rules 
about  spra>lng  and  pruning.  While  neglect  to 
oOna  hard  on  them.  Om  few  kHcat  and  dtoeaee 

enemies  are  easily  controlled  by  methods  which 
long  experience  has  perfected.  And  how  well 
they  rapay  a  mna  earti  lliere  ta  w 
prise  In  which  the  gardener  witt  take 
pride  than  successful  growing.

Care  of  Chicks  During  the 
Period  of  Brooding 


By  OBOROS  HOBXRTBON 

TE8T8  have  shewn  that  better  reeults  arc 
attained  by  feeding  chicks  early  than  by 
the  methods  of  delayed  feeding  formerly 
in  vogue.  The  loUdiriaf  plan  la  babif 
cessfuUy  uHd  at  the  OmM 
Farm:  ^ 

When  the  hatch  Is  cleaned  up  the  chicks  are 
either  placed  In  well  ventilated  chick  boxes  or, 
If  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Incubator,  the 
doors  are  partly  opened  to  permit  an  abun- 
dance of  fresh  air  so  that  the  chicks  will 
harden  off  before  being  placed  in  the  brooder. 

The  type  of  broader  most  commonly  in  use 
Is  the  coal  burning  brooder  .stove,  which  Is 
placed  on  a  tin  mat  In  the  centre  of  a  10  x  12- 
foot  colony  house.  A  guard  of  l  z  4-lnch  lum- 
ber stood  on  ed?e,  leaving  about  a  foot  clear- 
ance round  the  stove,  is  used.  The  space  in- 
side thta  ttuwd  to  filled  with  sand  to  avoid  aU 
dan(?er  of  fire  from  the  stove.  On  the  re.st 
of  the  floor  litter  Is  placed  to  the  depth  of  one 
or  two  liudies.  Planer  shavings  are  generally 
u.'^cd  for  thto  purpose,  but  clean  chaff  or  fine 
gravel  may  be  lised.  Where  shavings  or  chaff 
to  used,  care  to  taken  to  aee  that  It  ta  kepi  off 
the  .surface  of  the  sand  around  the  stove

Guards  in  Brooders 

FOR  the  first  few  days  a  guard  made  of 
square  mesh  stiff  wire  cloth  about  a  foot 
high  to  used  to  dzeto  ttte  store  until  the  chicks 

get  used  to  the  source  of  heat.  Each  day  this 
circle  Is  enlarged  until  Anally  the  guard  to  re- 
moved entirely.  Care  'to  taken  to  make  the 
enclosed  circle  sufficiently  large  so  that  the 
chicks  are  not  kept  so  close  to  the  stove  as  to 
be  overheated.

The  chicks  are  kept  as  oool  as  may  be  for 
comfort,  but  hhraya  haive  the  aoutee  of  heat, 
v  here  they  go  to  rest  in  a  temperature  as  high 
as  they  desire.  Their  actions  tell  at  once 
whether  they  are  comfortable  or  not.  If  com- 
fortable, they  rest  contentedly  In  a  Circle  Just 
outside  the  canopy  of  the  stove;  their  dtocon- 
tented  chirping  and  ciafwttag  ta  the  aourea  of 
heat  will  tell  you  if  they  are  not  warm  enough. 
U  too  hot,  they  get  as  far  from 'the  stove  as 
poesible.  or  go  around  wUh  their  SMMiha  open 
paaUng  for  breath. 

Feeding 

THE  feeding  ta  the  acme  of  aimpUdty,  cen- 
sLstlng  of  keeping  the  water  fountains 
clean  and  flUed  with  fresh  water,  and  the  hop- 
pers lined  with  grit,  oyiter  ahdl  and  chaneal 
and  a  good  chick  starter,  either  commercial  or 
home  mixed.  The  following  to  a  chtok  starter 
that  has  given  etceUent  reeults  at  the  Central 
Farm:  1  part  shorts;  1  part  middlings;  1  part 
ground  yellow  com;  l  part  ground  groaU;

The  animal  feed  mixture  used  to  made  up  of 
equal  parts  ground  beef  scraps  flih  iMal  and 
milk  powder.  When  liquid  atflk  «an  be  had, 
tiie  milk  powder  to  omitted. 

Weather  pmMfeiff.  the  dilcki  are  allowed 
on  to  the  groWKl  as  soon  ajs  they  get  used  to 
their  quartan,  aay  by  a  week  or  ten  days,  and 
a  llttto  scratch  grate  ta  then  added  to  the  ra- 
tion to  keep  them  bu.sy.

How  to  Make  Hotbed  for 
the  Home  Garden  at 
Reasonable  Cost 


A MANURE-HEATED  hotbed  Is  the  only 
type  that  is  needed  for  the  home  gar- 
den. A  bed  six  feet  aguare  will  fumtah  about 
all  the  plants  that  are  needed  for  home  u.se. 
but  if  this  space  to  not  sufficient,  it  can  be 
made  larger  by  Inefeaihig  the  tangCh  fraa 

rast  to  west 

In  preparing  a  manure-heated  hotbed,  a 
well*dralaed  ptoce  should  be  selected.  The 
.south  side  of  a  building  Ls  very  satisfactory  be- 
cause it  to  protected  from  cold  North  winds, 
and  the  building  aids  in  utiUaing  the  heat 
from  the  sun.  A  pit  six  feet  wide  and  eighteen 
inches  deep  should  be  provided,  with  a  hole  in 
the  centre  to  act  aa  h  dralB.  Thto  bote  Aould 
.should  be  one  or  two  feet  deep  and  should  be 
filled  with  coarse  crushed  rocks.  In  each  cor- 
ner of  the  pit  a  stake  about  two  by  four  Inches 
should  be  driven  to  the  depth  of  one  foot,  with 
one  stake  In  the  middle  of  both  the  north  and 
south  sides.  The  stakes  should  project  six- 
teen inches  above  the  ground  on  the  north 
side  and  ten  inches  on  the  south  side. 

The  pit  should  be  filled  with  well-prepared 
barnyard  manure,  putting  in  about  six  inchce 
at  a  time  and  packing  well  until  the  pit  to 
niled.  If  the  manure  to  not  motot.  water 
should  be  added.  A  board  ten  Inches  wide 
should  be  nailed  on  each  side,  with  an  addi- 
tional board  six  inches  wide  nailed  on  the 
north  side.  Thto  makes  a  wall  statteen  inehea 
high  on  the  north  and  ten  on  the  south. 
Pieces  cut  to  fit  the  slope  should  be  placed  on 
each  side.  If  the  bed  has  been  flsade  atx  feet 
square,  two  standard  sashes  wfll  Cover  H. 

In  the  iivslde  of  the  bed  good  gardni  soil  to 
the  depth  gC  four  inches  should  be  placed  for 
a  seed  bed.  The  bed  should  be  banked  up 
around  the  outside,  using  soil  or  manure  to  a 
height  of  ten  inches.  This  will  aid  in  con- 
serving heat,  and  a  constant  temperature  can 
be  maintained  much  easier  in  the  bed. 

The  barnyard  manure  ueed  should  be  taken 
fresh  from  the  stable,  and  to  produce  good 
heat  .sliould  contain  about  one-third  straw. 
It  should  be  prepared  by  piling  in  a  flat-topped 
pile,  allowed  to  heat  for  three  or  four  days, 
then  turned  In  turning,  the  manure  from 
the  outside  should  be  phwad  en  tha  hMMa  e< 
the  new  plte.

Informality  in  Garden 
Design  Severe  Test 

in  Landscaping 

ALTHOUGH  well-de.sipned  gardens  .i  ■  i 
coming  numerous,  most  iiome  owners 
are  content  with  the  layout  of  thair  home 
grounds  which  was  given  them  by  the  sub- 
divider.  That  is.  they  accept  the  sidewalks, 
bade  fence  and  eMa  baundartoa  as  suffictent 
delineation  of  their  garden  area  and  proceed 
to  plant  llttto  or  much  within  thto  area  with- 
out further  attempt  at  deelgn. 

In  some  cases  there  to  reetataaae  to  the  idea 
of  designing,  a  feeling  that  outdoora  calto  for 
informality,  and  that  any  interference  with 
haphazard  arrangement  is  stiff  and  preten- 
tious. It  may  be  so,  indeed,  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  a  really  besutiful  expreesion  of  the  feel- 
ing of  informality  in  a  garden  caDa  fbr  a 
degree  of  designing  skUi  much  gnattr  than 
formality  and  stiffness  require. 

A  house  might  be  built  Without  dedgn.  The 
windows  might  be  of  vsrylng  size..!  Rnd  placed 
without  consideration  of  balance.  The  rooms 
might  be  of  irrcvular  sliapes  and  the  contour 
of  the  roof  unstudied  Buch  a  houne  would 
not  be  any  meat  "informal  '  than  pertiapa  a 
majority  of  our  home  grounds.  Yet  few  wauld 
oonsent  to  live  In  It.  The  revolt  against  hap- 
haiard  gardens  to  not  so  certain,  perhaps,  be- 
cause of  the  beauty  of  the  oMtMali  aC  whtab 
a  garden  to  made. 

All  Plants  Are  Beautiful 

pATDRE  always  designs.  Every  plant  Is  a 
beautiful  thing,  ecmflylng  with  the  laws 
o(  conpeeittan.  It  ta  anly  ta  the  arrangement 
aC  theee  thtafi  of  beauty  that  the  usual  garden 
▼talatea  these  laws.  Ihe  gardener  who  not 
only  makee  a  bad  arrangement  but  uses  hta 
pruning  knife  to  destroy  the  natural  beauty  af 
his  plants  and  ihtube  ta  CortanaMly  baaonUm 
less  numerous.

Beaches  or  chairs  for  garden  use  are  best 
made  a(  waad.    tUa  may  be  good  painted 

cedar,  or  It  may  be  rustic,  but  beware  of  build- 
ing rustic  seats  of  anytliing  but  cedar,  because 
a  year  ar  two  wdl  see  the  flntth  of  anythtag 
else.  Cement  or  stone  seats,  while  they  look 
well  in  a  formal  Italian  garden,  are  out  of 
ptoee  and  coU-lbaKtac  ta  an  informal  guidbu. 

The  color  of  garden  seats  is  important.  If 
the  garden  to  small  and  the  chain  or  benches

Not  Well  Enough  Known 

A PLANT  that  to  not  well  enough  known  In 
Victoria  gardens  to  the  Pulmonarla.  or 
Lung  Wort.  There  are  mvaral  Uiita<taa.  hut 
there  is  one  thst  to  quite  dwarf  and  in  the 
early  Spring  to  quite  one  of  the  most  charm- 
ing of  rock  plants.  It  to  ta  full  flower  as  I 
write,  and  will  contbiue  for  a  number  of  weeks. 
Tlie  dwarf  variety  is  pulmonarlo  augustifolia, 
and  sometimes  catalogued  as  arvemenita.  The 
fiowers  are  a  brilliant  hue  and  are  produced 
with  the  greatest  freedom.  The  plant  seldom 
exceeds  six  inches  in  height  and.  planted  ta  a 
pocket  with  a  rock  baokpduad,  tha  effect  ta 
very  beautlfuL 


I>lanUs  that  keep  on  blooming  over  a  lo 
period.  Ttie  HeUanlhemums.  in  their  many 
vartottos.  Uoom  from  May  until  October.  Aa« 
other  thing  In  their  favor  is  the  fact  that, 
owing  to  their  beliig  obtainable  in  a  variety  ol 
ealor^  they  awy  ba  talrodueed  tata  aloMat  any 
combination.  Some  of  the  best  of  the  named 
varletiea  are:  f^refiame,  a  good  orange-ecsr- 
tet;  Lawrensen'B  pink,  a  really  good  aieaa 
pink;  Orange  Double,  which  is  only  semi- 
double,  oraiige;  Hose  (i^uten,  a  good  rose  pink; 
Rubins,  aprleot  odor;  Lutea,  yallaw:  and 
The  Bride,  white.  There  are  ab^o  a  double  red 
and  a  double  yeUow  which  are  quite  attractive. 
Qlven  a  position  fbetag  south  or  west,  with  a 
rock  to  trail  over,  any  of  the  hellanthemums. 
or  sun  roses,  will  give  good  /etum6  for  the 
trouMa  or  pianttag  thett. 

1  borough  Pruning 

MANY  of  the  dianthus  family  wiU  keep  on 
Uoomtag  all  through  the  Summer  if 
given  a  little  attention.  This  attention  con- 
sieU  of  not  allowing  theo^  to  go  to  seed.  If 
the  shears  are  run  over  them  twice  or  three 
times  during  the  sea&on  they  will  give  you 
flowers  from  May  tlU  October.  The  best 
kinds  for  the  rock  garden  are  dianthus  csesius. 
the  Cheddar  i)i:ik  Im  w.  ingle  and  its  double 
form;  dtonthUA  dcltoides.  sspccially  in  its  dark 
form;  dianthus  ctanaborensto.  vermUion.  For 
a  choice  .spot  or  in  the  moraine  or  scree,  dian- 
thus neglectus  and  dianthus  alptaus  should  be 
planted.  Both  theaa  an  choice  plants  and 
need  part  Iciil.irly  good  drainage.  Neglectus  is 
only  about  four  taehes  tall,  a  beautiful  bright 
ptek  with  a  bttir  reverse,  while  Alpinus  seldom 
exceeds  two  inchr.s  in  height,  but  to  as  big  aa_ 
8  sUver  doltor.  There  to  a  pink  form  which  to 
tha  type  and  a  deep  red  form  which  to  believed 
to  have  orlgtaMad  ta  vietorta. 

Many  of  the  rock  campanulas,  or  bill 
flowers,  bloom  for  a  long  time,  but  tha  one 
that  blooms  tha  longaet  ta  Oampanuta  rolundl- 

folla.  .Some  fidv  gardeners  object  to  thto 
campanula  because  It  to  floppy  and  a  bit  un- 
tidy, but  if  you  want  btoWi  Utti  IMi  •!  II  f»  a 
long  time,  from  Juat  tffl  IiWMBbar»  pla&t  It 
and  plant  it  freely. 


Early  Spring  Pruning 
Will  impiovc  Many 
Bufbes  and  Shrube 

vyrlNTER  to  an  Important  prunii^g  seas(»i. 
W  vabruary  aad  llardi  ara  tha  beet 
months  for  that  type  of  pruning  which  must 
be  done  when  plants  are  dormant.  Fruit  trees, 
ornamental  tnea  and  ekruba  and  bush  fhttts 
should  receive  attention  at  thto  time. 

Slmibs  which  flower  ta  May  and  June  sliould 
be  pruned  after  flwwailin.  aad  dead  or  dta- 
eased  wood  may  be  removed  at  any  time,  but 
With  meet  plants  Winter  to  the  most  favorable 
pruning  ttana  and  they  flhottld  hare  regular 
attention  at  this  season. 

Sharp  tooto  are  important,  for  those  that 
chew  and  tear  Inetead  of  cutttag  cause  more 
grief  than  no  pruning  at  all.  In  cutting  back 
branchee  be  careful  to  cut  doee  to  a  bud.  Avoid 
leaving  stmnpa  even  half  an  Inch  kmg. 

And  unless  you  are  shaping  a  shrub  to  flt 
tato  a  dsliberataly  formal  effect,  never  cut 
back  tfurttbbeiy  wtth  a  straight  edge  as  though 
It  were  a  hedge,  but  study  each  shrub  and  try 
to  help  it  realise  ita  natural  habit  aC  growth. 

Keeps  Shrubs  Young 

THE  prevailing  practice  of  cutting  the  ends 
of  all  stems  has  the  effect  of  destroying 
the  natural  habit  of  growth  and  producing 
stiff,  leggy  plants  having  all  their  green  at  the 
top  and  bare,  ugly  limbs  tieneath.  Such  ptonts 
have  been  compared  to  a  pompadour  haircut. 

flhrube  in  their  youth  throw  up  young, 
vigorous  shoots  from  the  base  con.stantly. 
But  if  these  stems  are  left  without  thinning 
in  a  few  years  there  to  room  for  no  more  new 
shoots  and  they  stop  coming.  And  If  the  old 
stems,  easily  recognizable  by  their  rough  bark, 
ara  pruned  baek  annually,  the  shrub  aoon  be- 
comes a  very  different  plant  from  what  it  wa.i 
in  youth.  But  if  the  old  shoots  are  cut  out 
yearly,  new  growth  wUl  aonttana,  and  by  eat* 

ting  out  one-third  of  the  old  stems  annnnllv 
the  shrubs  can  be  kept  young.  And  the  grace- 
ful habit  of  growth  whtah  glvaa  tha  ihrttb  tta 
character  and  for  which  It  to  ehaeett  ta  the 
first  ptoce  ^ta  preeerved.  ^ 

Exceptions  to  Rule 

£'XCEPT10N8  to  the  rule  that  slirubs  should 
4  be  pruned  at  the  bottom  and  not  at  the 
tap  ara  lewd  ta  tha  eaae  «(  Htoee  and  hydran- 
ceas.  Lilacs  may  be  thinned  out  at  the  base 
like  other  shrubs,  but  in  additkm  their  bios- 
aomtaf  win  be  taapiwvad  tt  «reetly  after  their 

blossoms  have  faded,  all  the  dead  sprays  are 
cut  off.  Hydrangeas  should  be  pruned  at  the 
batten,  ttMugh  perhapa  not  eo  eeearriy  as 
other  shrubs;  but  In  addition  it  Is  necessary 
to  cut  off  the  tipe  of  the  stems  severely  each 
■prtag.  abeiA  ana-half,  if  one  wtahee  tone 

blossom.'i  The  rea.soii  for  this  Is  thst  blossoms 
are  formed  tote  ta  the  Summer  at  the  tipa  of 


flret  tha  hardy  bulbs,  led  by  daffedlta  and 

tulips,  open  the  pageant.  Then  come  the 
beautiful  irises,  which  have  come  to  be  out- 
ilandtag  tondscape  flowers;  and  the  gorgeous 
peonies,  with  coloring  more  delicate  than  pre- 
cious Jeweto,  and  the  columbinea  which  are 
drawing  more  popular  each  year.  The  peonies 
begin  the  perennials,  which  include  the  hardy 
larkspur,  the  pyrethrums,  gaillardias,  sweet 
Winiama.  campanutos,  foxgloves  and  a  hundred 
others.  Hollyhocks  in  July,  hardy  pU|OK  ta 
midsunimer,  hardy  asters  in  the  early  Fall, 
and  chiysanthemums  in  the  tote  Fall  complete 
a  procession  which  every  fMdMh  *t 
least,  should  duplicate.
